The Spanish vessels off Martinique 
compose the formidable squadron 
recently collected at the Cape Verde 
islands, and which sailed from there 
in a westwardly direction two weeks 
ago today.

Indiana the First Stale lieady.

INDIANAPOLIS, May 13.—Brigadier 
General McKee, commander of the 
Indiana National 
Guard, now all 
mustered into federal service, left 
Camp Mount in citizens clothes to- 
day, accompanied by his staff. 


He has no further connection with 
the troops. 
He may 
receive an ap- 
pointment from Washington, but 
otherwise the head of the Indiana 
troops will not go to war with them. 
This is the outgrowth of the quar- 
rel between the federal and state 
authorities. 
Governor Mount has 
relinquished control of the troops, 
but still holds the whip hand in the 
matter of appointments. 
He has 
directed Adjutant General Good to 
return the commissions made out for 
Colonel Studebakor, designated by 
the United States receiving officer 
as commander of the camij; Lieu- 
tenant Colonel May, 
Surgeon Bar- 
nett and all officers of the Third 
regiment, 
A commission has been 
issued by the governor to Colonel 
Gunder, of the Fourth 
regiment, 
as senior colonel. 
Meantime, Col- 
onel Studebaker had taken command 
of the camp. 


All four 
regiments 
are now 
ordered to Chickanjauga and the 
quarrel may not end till they leave 
Indiana, 
The Indiana troops mus- 
tered in number 4,521. 
This is the 
state's full quota. 
The government 
has been notified that tlie troops are 
ready to go anywhere and word has 
been received that 
Indiana is the 
first state to supply the full quota 
of men ready for any destination,

ana national guard has passed out 
of existence, it having been

ferred to the federal service. The 
last man to be mustered in was the 
doughty little bugler of battery E, 
of Fort Wayne, who seemed to ap- 
preciate the distinction as greatly 
as if he had been the first.

OFFICIAL DISPATCH. 


W A S H I N G T O N , May 13,—At 7 :20 
this morning the navy 
department 
received the appended disi)atch from 
Admiral Sampson,

"A portion of m y squadron under

reached San Juan 
this morning at daybreak. No 
armed vessels were found in the 
port. 


"As soon as it was sufficiently 
light I commenced attack upon the 
batteries defending the city.

The batteries replied to our 
fire but without martial efl'ect, 


"One man was killed on board 
the New York and seven slightly 
wounded in the squadron.

"SAMPSON. "

Sampson's 
statement 
that he attacked with only a por- 
tion of his fleet is taken to indicate 
that be did not find it expedient to 
take the entire squadron into the 
harbor though it is not believed he 
has separated his fleet.

SET WASHINGTON WILD. 


WAsnixt.'TON, May

squadron had begun the bombard- 
ment of San Juan de Porto Rico, 
and fuel was added to the ilames 
when the news came that later the 
Si)anish flying squadron had been 
sighted oft" Martiniciuo, giving prom- 
ise of heavy fighting to come. The 
fact that the admiral gave notice of 
his intention to bombiird San Juan, 
as is reported from St. Thomas, is 
an indication that the movement 
upon San Juan was not a suddenly 
conceived project, but part of a well 
matured plan. 
Whether or not the 
orders to the admiral included a 
bombardment is not disclosed at the 
navy department. 
Indeed, there is 
nothing in Sampson's 
rei)Ort to 
indicate that he really did bombard 
tho ijlace. 


He merely attacked the fort« at 
the entrance of the harbor, and if 
any shells struck within the town 
itself they were stray shots. 


It is surmised that Admiral Samp- 
son's object in making the attack in 
this fashion, 
without a landing 
force of troops in reserve to occupy 
the town if it were captured, was to 
destroy the fortifications and make 
the harbor useless to the Spanish 
flying squadron as a place of refuge, 
with 
The reports so far received show 
that he did not complete that under- 
taking yesterday and the question 
now IS whether he will resume his 
work today, or will be diverted 
from it by the report of the pres- 
ence of the Spanish Hying squadron 
in fche neighborhood of Martiniqiie.

Germany would like to have a 
hand in settling the future of the 
island and will doubtless put for- 
ward some diplomatic ' 'representa- 
tions" as a mere bluff for whatever 
the bluff may be worth.

time, to go any further. The United 
States has captured the Philippines 
in a war launched with all the for- 
malities of civilized proceedure, and 
no nation wàll think of forcibly at- 
tempting to seize us of the fruits of 
victory. 


T H E Philippine people at last are 
to know w-hat decent government 
means. 
The United States has de- 
termined to maintain control of the 
islands and to establish a pro- 
visional military government there 
and General Wesley Merritfc is to be 
the governor. 
No more felicitous 
choice of governor could have been 
made. 
General Merritt is a soldier, 
but he is a broad-minded a n d hu- 
mane man. He will establish order 
and protect life and property in the 
Philippines, drive out the Spaniards 
or make them surrender and quell 
the insurrection. 
The insurgents 
are likely to prove the most embar- 
rassing obstacle to a restoration of 
peace there and he may have to 
employ considerable force educating 
the turbulent 
natives as;^ to the 
difference between American govern- 
ment and Spanish tyranny. 


TIIK men killed in a naval engage- 
ment in Cardenas harbor were the 
first American lives to be sacrificed 
since the war with Spain 
began. 
The fatal spilling of the blood of the 
Winslow's brave men naturally has 
shocked the country, notwithstand- 
ing war is in progress.

The failure of 
European harvests last year proves 
to have been more serious than was 
at first suspected and reconnue must 
now be^had to the surplus held in 
the United Htates. 
Bread j^riots are 
raging throughout the whole prov- 
inces in Spain and Italy. The in- 
habitants of a number ^of

cities have defied, and in some cases 
have repulsed t h e s o l d i e r s who 
tried to quell disorder, have pillaged 
the grain warehouses and applied 
the torch to the buildings. In Italy 
the scarcity of food threatens the 
existence of the monarchy and the 
premonitory rumblings of a revolu- 
tionary upheaval, it is believed, are 
heard. 
France, too, is confronted 
with an alarming shortage in bread- 
stuffs and the condition has re- 
sulted in compulsory reductions of 
wheat duties. 
These nations must

food stocks elsewhere in the world.

facts in mind ij; 
is seen how idle are the fears of the 
panicky^citizen who lives in dread 
of 
foreign 
intervention in the 
war with Spain. 
America holds 
over Europe a menacing club more 
ominous than any threat that can 
be displayed to coerce this country. 
The United States need stand in no 
dread of a European concert so long 
as it can menace with bread riots 
every continental state, perhaps, ex- 
cept Russia. The first determined 
advance of a foreign concert would 
provoke 
this 
nation to extreme 
measures. We would prepare to 
meet it with guns, but with gvins 
reinforced by a more 
terrible 
weapon than our rifles and cannon. 
The imposition by the United States 
of 
prohibitive exports duties on 
grain would raise throughout Eu- 
rope the maddened shriek of hun- 
ger. Men and women over there 
would soon be fighting their gov- 
ernments to the very death instead 
of battling a foreign foe. There 
will be no foreign intervention so 
long as Europe is fed from American 
grain fields.

The Terror and Furor are torpedo 
boat destroyers lately added to the 
Spanish navy, having been bought 
at Clyde bank in 1S96. .They are of 
steel with three funnels and one 
mast; length, 220 feet; displace- 
ment, 320 tons ; si3eed, twenty-eight 
knots ; armament, two 14-pounder 
quick 
fires, two G-pounder quick 
fires, 
two 1-pounder quick 
fires. 
Each destroyer mounts two 14-inch 
torpedo tubes on deck and carries 
sixty-seven men. 


The Pluton is another formidable 
modern destroyer, but her exact 
dimensions and armament are not 
available at the navy department.

The Beautifol Resort 
Prettier 
Than Brer. 


Newspaper Men Treated to » 
Tliere and a S^ll Tlirt^nsh the Grè^àûi^ 
I I ' Banáines and Green Hoases. 


The reporters of t^ie cityj; ¿re in- 
debted taG^eraliMsioager Scott and 
Amusement 
Manager 
Heilbroner 
for an enjoyable excursion to Robi- 
son park yesterday afternoon. It 
was the first time this season that 
the gentlemen in the party had 
been out to the park and they were 
hardly prepared for the many im- 
provements which came to their 
notice as they journeyed thither 
and strolled over the grounds. And 
many more improvements are yet 
to be made before the picnic season 
opens in earnest. 
Eighty men and 
a number of teams are busily en- 
gaged on the grotmds, cutting down 
abrupt elevations and filling in the 
low places and these are to become 
beautiful lawns and flower beds. 


A great deal of money has been 
expended on the railway this spring. 
The entire track from 
Superior 
street to the loop in the park has 
been reballasted and the roadbed, 
in the places where the water in the 
river and canal 
threatened en- 
croachment, has been strengthened 
by piling or riprap until it is now as 
solid as any portion of the line. 
This imj>rovement is noticeable in 
the apparent ea.se with which the 
cirs glide upon the rails and the 
absence of jar or excessive noise. 


The ravine west of the tracks, 
where they enter the park, has 
been 
excavated, 
dammed and 
formed into an oblong basin, into 
which the water from Lithia spring, 
located a few yards above, flows, 
making a pretty little lake. In this 
body of water pond lilies are to be 
planted and various kinds of fish 
are to be placed. 


Considerable attention is being 
l^aid to the base ball grounds, where 
extensive bleachers will be erected. 
Dressing rooms will also be pro- 
vided for the players. The Robin- 
son Park league season opens May 
29 and it will be the aim of the 
management to "put up" as good 
an article of base ball as can be 
found anywliere outside of profes- 
sional lines. 


A novelty in the bathing line will 
be a "trolley plunge" which will 
have all the thrilling features of the 
"toboggan slide" and at the same 
time be free from the dangers which 
attend a plunge down the latter. 
Another new feature of the bathing 
house will be an. enclosed plunge 
and shower bath, where the timid 
or over modest i^erson can enjoy 
the full benefits of a bath in private 
and entire safety. 
The tank in this 
department has a board floor and it 
is only four feet deep. The bath 
houses are in charge of A. Phillips. 


The greatest improvement of the 
season in the way of buildings w^ill 
be the erection of the $5,000 theater, 
work upon which is now being 
crowded forward as rapidly as possi- 
ble. 
This building will be located 
on the side of the hill, a few yards 
north of tho spring, at the entrance 
to the grove. It will cover a space 
of 70x125 feet, have a 31x35 foot 
stage, four boxes and a seating ca- 
pacity of 750. A portion of the 
ground upon which this building 
will stand was occupied last year by 
the dance hall. 
The floor of the 
latter will form a part of the floor 
of the auditorium of the new struc- 
ture and it has already been placed 
in position on an incline about equal 
to that in the parquet at the Masonic 
Temple. Manager Heilbroner states 
that a fine lot of scenery has been 
ordered for the stage and will be 
ready to mount as soon as the build- 
ing is completed. 
He has also de- 
cided to engage a six-piece orchestra 
for the season. 
Until this building 
is ready, theatrical performances 
will be held in the tent which did 
service in that capacity last season. 
The theatrical season at the park 
opens May 22. 


A new dance hall is now nearly 
completed back in the grove. It 
will be about the same size of the 
old one, but will be provided with 
rows of seats on its outer edge, so 
that the spectators will not encroach 
upon the floor and interfere with 
the dancers. 


The tennis grounds, basket ball 
grounds and pony tracks have been 
placed in condition and will be as 
attractive as they were last season. 


At present one of the mosS at- 
tractive places at the park is the 
green house, which still contains 
its rich store of rare flowers and 
plants, the weather being too cold to 
transplant them in the beds in the 
park, destined to^be their home dur- 
ing the summer. 
C. Doswell has 
charge of this department and it 
could be in no better hands. 
Next 
Monday he will begin to set out the 
plants, of which there are over 25,- 
000. The newspaper men were shown 
through the green houses yesterday 
and when they left each one bore a 
handsome bouquet. 


Fred Forster, "^ho has had charge 
of the pavilion ever since it was 
opened to the public, will again 
preside there. 
This assures the 
public that itB W9,nts will be pro- 
vided for in the most acceptable 
manner.

destroyer*. This is as near the ex- 
act strength as can bi> stated, for 
tho reports from Cape Verde and 
from Cadi/ have caused much donbt 
as to the exact strength of the Span- 
ish squadron.
